
REMARKS 



Claims are 1-3, 5-7, 9, 11-12, and 14-23 pending in the application. Claims 1, 12, 19, 
and 22-23 are independent. Claims 1, and 12 have been amended. Claims 4, 8, 10, and 13 
have been canceled. Claims 22 and 23 have been added. 



In paragraph 1 of the Office Action, the Examiner objected to Figures 7(a), 7(b), 8(a), 
8(b), 9(a), 9(b), and 9(c) in accordance with the draftsperson's remarks. In papers filed 
herewith Applicants have submitted a Request for Approval of Corrected Drawings under 37 
C.F.R. §1.121 for Figures 7(a), 7(b), 8(a), 8(b), 9(a), 9(b) and 9(c). Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner remove the objection to Figures 7(a), 7(b), 8(a), 8(b), 
9(a), 9(b) and 9(c). 



In paragraph 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claims 4, 8, and 10 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Claim 1 has been amended to include the subject matter of 
claim 4. Claim 4 has been canceled. The subject matter of claim 8 has been added to claim 1 
and presented as new claim 22. Claim 8 has been canceled. The subject matter of claim 10 
has been added to claim 1 and presented as new claim 23. Claim 10 has been canceled. 
Claims 2-3, 5-7, 9, and 1 1 properly depend from amended claim 1 . Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner pass claims 1-3, 5-7, 9, 1 1, and 22-23 to allowance. 

In paragraph 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner also indicated that claim 13 would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. Claim 12 has been amended to include the subject matter of claim 
13. Claim 13 has been canceled. Claims 14-18 properly depend from amended claim 12. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner pass claims 12 and 14-18 to 
allowance.
